TUSCALOOSA, Ala., Dec. 17.— 
(AP)—Clifford W. Parke, of Sei- 
ma, will be released from Bryce 
hoapital here within the next week 
or ten days, regardless of whether 
or not habeas corpus proceedings 
are instituted, says Dr. 
W. 
D. 
Partlow, head of the Alabama in­ 
sane hospital. 
Nothing has been found during 
the time Mr. Parke has been held 
at the institution here, which would 
warrant his being further detained 
at the hospital. 
Dr. Partlow adds 
that Selma authorities Have been 
notified to that effect in 
order 
that they may take such action 
as they deemed fit. 
Mr. Parke was found not guilty 
by reason of insanity on October 
28, by the jury of the circuit court, 
for the murder of his brother-in- 
law, Randolph Dennard. 
After the verdict Judge Henry 
Reaves adjudged Parke insane and 
he was committed to the insane 
hospital at Tuscaloosa.

The second ^plan calls for the re­ 
building of the original structure, 
fire-proofed, and the addition of 
wings on the south and north ex­ 
it a great deal of 
much needed floor space. 
The cost of the first plan is 
estimated to be approximately $67,- 
000, while that of the second plan 
is approximately $141,000. 
It was pointed 
out, 
however, 
should the court houee only be re­ 
stored, reconstruction to provide 
additional space for vault» will be 
a matter of necessity within a few 
years and the county, instead of 
having saved money, probably will 
have to go to more expense than 
if the space was added now. 
The members of the board of 
revenue are bearing this in mind 
in their consideration. Members of 
the board, it is said, are loath to 
spend more money than is neces­ 
sary, but feel that an addition to 
the building now would save much 
money a little later. 
The court house can be rebuilt, 
even with the addition, without the 
necessity for any increase what­ 
ever in taxes, it is believed. 
The 
county will have available approxi­ 
mately $40,000 from its insurance 
on the burned building. The coun­ 
ty can borrow $80,000 for rebuild­ 
ing purposes, giving a total of 
$120,000 available at any time. Un­ 
der a plan which has been sug­ 
gested, the county could anticipate 
its revenue and get $25,000 from I 
the general 
fund, 
carrying this I 
sum along until such time* as the 
Revenues of the general fund ab­ 
sorb the amount as a result of en­ 
hanced realty values as a result 
of the county’s normal develop­ 
ment.^ 
The fact that the court house 
can be rebuilt, with much addi­ 
tional floor space and vault stor­ 
age space, without any taxation 
whatever wili be cheering news to 
all of the people of Morgan county.
